Why 
Ameniiment 1+ Does Not 
Eliminate Pork Spending - 

During my term in the 
Alabama Senate I learned one 
thing for certain: the Alabama 
Legislature cannot live without 
its “pork.” This desire to bring 
home the fiscal bacon is one of 
the most destructive aspects of 
the budgetary process 

As the debate unfolds over the 
next several weeks over Gov 
Bob Riley's $1.2 billion tax 
plan, proponents of the plan will 
tell you that pork barrel spend 
ing will be eliminated if only 
you will vote for Amendment | 
on September 9, Nothing could 
be farther from the truth, In faet, 
if Amendment | is adopted, it 
will result in more “pork” 
because the Alabama 
Lepistature will spend every 
nickel of the new money 

The thought of that 
much money being dumped into 
a trough and fed upon by the 
Legislature is. frightening and 
repugnant 

During the recent special ses 
sion a big deal was made about 
eliminating 
through pork” when Riley's tax 
plan passed the House and 
Senate. Bill O'Connor, head of 
Campaign for Alabama, has 
touted eliminating this practice 
as the top reform in the package 

Pass-through pork is money 
placed in a state agency budget 
that a legislator uses like a bank 
account; instructing the agency 
director to pass the money 
“through” the agency to a pro}- 
ect of the lawmaker’s choosing. 
But pass-through pork is a very 
small part of the “pork’-spend- 
ing spending problem. 

Of the $57.3 million identi- 
fied as “pork” by The 
Birmingham News in a March 
3, 2003 article, only $4.3 mil- 
lion was labeled “pass-through” 
pork. The rest-came from the 
Alabama Community Services 
Grant Program, the Highway 
Department and other agencies 
that simply use- discretionary 
money to fill lawmakers’ wish 
lists. In addition to the above, 
the Alabama Association of 
School Boards has identified 
over $200 million in money in 
“non-classroom” funding in the 
education budget. Whether good 
or Bad; this is still pork. 

The Alabama Community 
Services Grant Program was 
created by the Legislature as a 
funnel for pork money.

Senate Bill 16, the bill, pur 
ported to prohibit pass-through 
pork actually ensures its sur 
vival. It defines the prohibited 
“pass-through appropriations” 
as: “The expenditure of state 
funds by an agency at the 
explicit direction of a member 
of the Legislature, or a person 
acting on behalf of such mem- 
ber, if Such expenditure is not 
for the purpose specified in a 
line-item appropriation.” 

That means if a legislator asks 
the Highway © Director for 
$100.000 to build a ball field in 
his district, he would be out of 
line: But if the lawmaker asks 
the director for $100,000 to 
pave a road leading to his hunt- 
ing camp from highway mainte- 
nance funds, it would not violate 
the new law. As The 
Birmingham News pointed out, 
this sort of thing happens all the 
time. 

Lawmakers also wrote Senate 
Bill 16 to take effect 30 days 
after a successful September 9 
referendum. That gives them the 
opportunity to come back in a 
special session and either give 
themselves another injection of 
“pass-through pork”. or repeal 
the bill altogether. 

Since the budgets were not 
approved in the 2003 Regular 
Session. the governor will have 
to call a special session right 
after the September 9 referen- 
dum to pass the budgets. State 
law limits special sessions to 30 
calendar days. 

In closing, voters need: to 
understand that the claim 
Amendment | will do away with 
pork barrel spending by the 
Legislature is patently false. If 
the $1.2 billion tax plan is rati- 
fied you can expect the 
Legislature’s “grant” program to 
more than take up the slack.

Let's Go... 
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Outdoors with Ben

Spring is definitely the 
favorite time for crappie fisher- 
man across Alabama, but sum- 
mer can yield some nice catches 
also. Admittedly, few of us 
want to sit in a boat during the 
middle of the day in July and 
August, so we have to change 
our routine a little. 

Mid-summer crappies can be 
found near food sources such as 
insects, crayfish and especially 
baitfish such as small bluegills, 
minnows and shad, The pH of 
the water can also influence 
their location. 

Studies reveal that the black 
crappie is found in more acidic 
water with a pH-of less than 
seven, The white crappie favors 
water with a pH of seven or 
greater, The two are easily con- 
fused especially when the male 
white crappie turns darker dur- 
ing spawning season. To differ- 
entiate between the two look at 
the way the spots or blotches are 
arranged. The white crappie has 
spots or blotches arranged in 
vertical bands while the black 
crappie are irregular. 

Another clue is the dorsal 
spines. Black crappies have 
seven or eight hard dorsal spines 
while the white crappie has five 
or six hard dorsal spines. The 
white crappie has a dished head, 
the black crappie doesn’t. 

The best places to look for 
crappie, especially during day- 
light hours, is anywhere that 
affords ‘them shade. Boat docks, 
bridges, docked barges or thick 
aquatic weeds that offer shade, 
cooler water, and are attractive 
to bait fish that crappie feed on. 

If the water is deep enough, 
vertical jigging with minnows 
or jigs can be productive. 
Several years ago I had to attend

Catching Hot 
Weather Crappie 


a coat and tie function at a lake- 
side motel in Pell City, Al. dur- 
ing July. While accompanying 
friends to their cars, I spotted 
the familiar glow of a gas 
lantern on the dock and walked 
down to talk to the fishermen. 


Two contractors from 
Minnesota were jigging for 
crappie through the cracks 


between the boards on the pier 
using ice fishing rods. They 
said they were trying to catch 
enough for a fish fry the next 
night and asked if I would like 
to help them. We filled a small 
cooler with enough for the forth- 
coming fish fry in about an hour. 

Bridges are excellent crappie 
attractants during summer. A 
shadow from the bridge is pres- 
ent at anytime of the day. 
Microscopic aquatic life clings 
to the pilings that in turn attracts 
bait fish that attract crappie. 

Aquatic weeds offer good 
shade for crappie, as the water 
temperature can be as much as 
10 degrees cooler. A long rod 
will allow you to fish the open- 
ings from the bank or boat with- 
out spooking fish. 

Summertime crappies are 
where you find them, and you 
never know what to expect. You 
may even run up on a question- 
able character from Highland 
Home Al. helping two fellows 
from Minnesota catch crappies 
while wearing a suit and fishing 
with an ice fishing rig during the 
middle of July, Please don’t tell 
my fishing buddies about this!
